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Board of Selectmen hear 
about final Olin plans

WILMINGTON — The 
most recent Board of 
Selectmen meeting cov- 
ered the recognition of 
Tree Foreman Scott Smith, 
Wilmington recognized as 
a “Tree City,” the results of 
the Childhood Cancer Stu- 
dy, and the EPA’s record of 
decision for the Olin Su- 
perfund Site in appoint- 
ments. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 
opened with thanks for 
Tree Forman Scott Smith’s 
43 years of service starting 
in the Public Buildings 
Department before he 
moved to the Highway 
Department and became 
tree foreman in 2002. He 
referenced a time in 2018 
with a lot of traffic for tree 
service where Smith was 
working non-stop. 

DPW Operations Mana- 
ger Jamie Magaldi shared 
that he personally learned 
a lot from Smith and that 
the department would miss 
him. Selectman Chair Jo- 
nathan Eaton presented 
Smith with an award from 
the town for his distin- 
guished service. 

Magaldi gave a presenta- 
tion in the next appoint- 
ment regarding Wilming- 
ton being designated as a 
“Tree City” for the calen- 
dar year 2020. The qualifi- 
cations for this recogni- 
tion included a tree board 
or department, a tree care 
ordinance, a forestry pro- 
gram with an annual bud- 
get of at least $2 per capi- 
ta, and observing and pro- 


claiming Arbor Day. 

He mentioned the Wil- 
mington Memorial Libra- 
ry’s forestry program 
where they gave out 300 
free tree seedlings last 
year in recognition of Ar- 
bor Day and thanked ev- 
eryone in town who helped 
them to submit and quali- 
fy. 
With a goal of re-certify- 
ing as a “Tree City” in the 
years ahead, the board at 
that time voted to sign the 
proclamation to observe 
Arbor Day in Wilmington 
on April 30, 2021. 

Next, Geosight represen- 
tative Kevin Trainer was 
invited to share the results 
of the Wilmington Child- 
hood Cancer Study recent- 
ly released by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of 
Public Health. 

“The study concluded 
that there was a relation 
between prenatal exposure 
to NDMA or NDMA and 
TCE and childhood can- 
cer,” he explained. 

However, for exposure to 
children, the study con- 
cluded that there was no 
evidence in increased odds 
of cancer. It also said that 
childhood cancer numbers 
in town have been normal 
since 2001. 

Selectman Kevin Caira 
asked if the exposure was 
specifically linked to the 
Olin site, and Trainer re- 
sponded to say that the 
NDMA exposure was from 
Olin, but the TCE exposure 
wasn’t. 

The board asked Trainer

WILMINGTON — The 
Superintendent’s Report 
for the School Committee 
meeting last week covered 
senior prom, the Massa- 
chusetts School Building 
Association. program ac- 
ceptance, the permanent 
middle school principal, 
and the return to full-in 
person learning update. 

Dr. Glenn Brand started 
by explaining that while De- 
partment of Elementary 
and Secondary Education 
guidance had discourag- 
ed schools from holding 
proms, WHS Principal Lin- 
da Peters has remained 
committed to creating an 
event that somewhat re- 
sembles prom for the sen- 
ior class of 2021. 

Peters shared that based 
on conversations from Nur- 
sing Director Doreen Crowe, 
Physician Dr. Mark Curdo, 
parents, and the superin- 
tendent, she created a pro- 
posal for prom in a safe 
environment. Some of the 
measures she mentioned 
that would be implemented 
at the event were requiring 
a negative COVID-19 test 
72 hours in advance; a CO- 
VID-19 screening survey; 
social distancing; limiting 
inside numbers and use of 
outdoor space; masks worn 
at all times except when 
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eating; and for friend groups 
to largely stay together. 

They had also chosen not 
to transport students on 
buses to or from the event. 
The event is planned for 
May 13 with the seniors 
only, and between 120 and 
150 students are expected 
to attend. 

Some of the committee’s 
questions concerned whe- 
ther the protocols could 
really be followed. Jesse 
Fennelly asked if students 
would have to sign a waiv- 
er agreeing to the safety 
measures. Peters answer- 
ed that they would have to 
agree to obey the guide- 
lines if they come to prom. 

David Ragsdale asked 
what following guidelines 
like hand hygiene, indoor 
limitations, and friends 
staying in groups would 
look like. Peters said that 
students are used to put- 
ting on hand sanitizer when 
they take their masks on 
and off at school, so these 
same rules would apply. 

She also said that having 
students outside will help 
limit those indoors, and 
students usually sit with 
their friends at prom any- 
way, so it’s a reasonable 
expectation. 

Brand delivered an up- 
date on the Massachusetts 
School Building Authority 
program for the Wildwood 
School, as earlier that day 
the school was invited into 
the eligibility period. He 
said that the work will be- 
gin immediately and have 
plenty of opportunity for 
the community to be in- 
volved. Ragsdale appreci- 
ated how much work went 
into the applications placed 
in order to successfully de-

WILMINGTON — Dur- 
ing their meeting last 
Wednesday night, the Wil- 
mington School Com- 
mittee approved several 
grants, policies, and a 
new MOA with the Wil- 
mington Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation before they re- 
ceived updates on winter 
athletics, superintendent 
goals, school choice, the 
FY20 financial report, 
and their subcommittee 
and representative reports. 

They first accepted the 


receipt of the Wilming- 
ton Educational Fund 
curriculum and educa- 
tor’s exploration grants 
to various Wilmington 
teachers in totals of 
$3,348.26 and $1,500, re- 
spectively. They also ap- 
proved the ratification of 
the return to full in-per- 
son Memorandum of Ag- 
reement with the WTA. 

Reading some School 
Committee policies again, 
they approved all but one 
without question. The pol- 
icy that did bring up ques- 
tions was the entrance 
age policy. 


School Committee mem- 
ber M.J. Byrnes asked 
if the policy would be 
changed to add the estab- 
lishment of any criteria 
to assess student readi- 
ness. Jenn Bryson main- 
tained that this would be 
determined on a case-by- 
case basis. 

Jay Samaha thought 
that while it didn’t have 
to be in the policy, it 
should be part of the 
process to make parents 
aware of the criteria. 
They agreed that they 
shouldn’t be promoting 
reasons to ask for an age 


exception policy to par- 
ents and guardians. 

David Ragsdale presen- 
ted two minor wording 
edits to make it say “par- 
ents and guardians who 
are seeking an exception 
to the entrance age poli- 
cy,” and the committee 
approved the policy with 
these changes. 

Athletic Director Mia 
Muzzio next gave a win- 
ter athletics and summer 
clinics update for the 
committee. She highlight- 
ed the sports played over

Here are some facts to help 
people understand the credit and if they can claim it when 


filing their taxes: 


° Taxpayers should complete Form 8839, Qualified Adoption Expenses. 
They use this form to figure how much credit they can claim on their 


tax return. 


¢ Aneligible child must be younger than 18. If the adopted person is older, 
they must be unable to physically take care of themselves. 

* This credit is non-refundable. This means the amount of the credit is 
limited to the taxpayer’s taxes due for 2020. Any credit leftover from 
their owed 2020 taxes can be carried forward for up to five years. 


Qualified expenses include: 


¢ Reasonable and necessary adoption fees. 


* Court costs and legal fees. 


* Adoption-related travel expenses like meals and lodging. 

© Other expenses directly related to the legal adoption of an eligible child. 

In some cases, a registered domestic partner may pay the 
adoption expenses. If they live in a state that allows a same- 
sex second parent or co-parent to adopt their partner’s 
child, these may also be considered qualified expenses. 

Expenses may also qualify even if the taxpayer pays them 
before an eligible child is identified. For example, some 
future adoptive parents pay for a home study at the 
beginning of the adoption process. These parents can claim 
the fees as qualified adoption expenses. Qualified adoption 
expenses don’t include costs paid by a taxpayer to adopt 


their spouse’s child.

WILMINGTON — 
Yvonne Helbert is the 
final of the three candi- 
dates in this year’s Wil- 
mington annual town 
election running for the 
two-year seat on the 
School Committee.

Helbert explained her 
past experiences in the 
political and service at- 
mosphere. 

“T am currently serv- 
ing my third term as 
Vice President/Secre- 
tary on the Wilmington 
Pop Warner board. I am 
also the Scholastic Coor- 
dinator. This position not 
only monitors our stu- 
dent athletes' academics 
but also ensures that

“My husband is an ac- 
tive-duty Army National 
Guardsman and_ has 
proudly been serving 
our country for 26 years.

“If elected, I would like 
to understand the issues 
at the middle school and 
why there has been a re- 
volving door of princi- 
pals over the years.

Ipswich named among 
America’s Most 
Endangered Rivers 


IPSWICH — American 
Rivers named the Ipswich 
River among America’s 
Most Endangered Rivers® 
of 2021, citing the grave 
threat to ecosystem health 
and regional water securi- 
ty in the context of cli- 
mate change. In conjunc- 
tion with the announce- 
ment, the Ipswich River 
Watershed Association, a 
1,500-member group of re- 
sidents, scientists, busi- 
nesses and community 
leaders concerned about 
the health of the Ipswich 
River and its watershed, 
is launching a new cam- 
paign to highlight action- 
able solutions at the state 
and local level. 

The Endangered Ipswich 
Campaign is being an- 
nounced at the Watershed 
Association’s annual meet- 
ing, and will spotlight ways 
communities can help pro- 
tect the drinking water 
supply for over 350,000 res- 
idents on the North Shore 
of Massachusetts. 

U.S. Special Presidential 
Envoy for Climate John 
Kerry will deliver a video 
message at the annual 
meeting, championing the 
importance of local action 
to protect the nation’s wa- 
terways and prepare for 
climate change. 

“Even like places in New 
England where I grew up 
— and where a love for 
water, bays, rivers streams, 
estuaries, the ocean, all of 
that is practically written 
into our DNA — even here, 
rivers are being threatened 
by drought,” said Kerry. 
“The truth is, so much of 
the work that we need to do 
to address environmental 
challenges actually hap- 


pens not internationally 
but in much smaller com- 
munities, in states, coun- 
tries, cities and towns 
around the world.” 

Kerry also spoke about 
his childhood on the North 
Shore and thanked’ the 
members and supporters 
of the Watershed Associa- 
tion, stating, “I want you 
to know that the Ipswich 
is particularly close to my 
heart.” 

The Endangered Ipswich 
Campaign is a call to ac- 
tion, and will promote ongo- 
ing priorities and solutions 
at the individual, town, and 
state levels to help safe- 
guard water supplies and 
maintain the river as a rec- 
reational treasure. Even in 
non-drought years, stretch- 
es of the Ipswich River’s 
tributaries run dry. 

In its announcement, 
American Rivers called 
the Ipswich River “the 
poster child” for the state’s 
outdated water system. 
Climate change is exacer- 
bating the threat, with 
more severe and extended 
droughts creating increas- 
ed risk to water supplies. 
The two lowest flows in the 
river’s history were re- 
corded in just the last five 
years. 

"This designation is yet 
another compelling reason 
why we must be proactive 
in responding now to pro- 
tect our drinking water 
supplies and the health of 
the river and watershed 
that supports them,” said 
Senate Minority Leader 
and North Shore Drought 
Task Force founding mem- 
ber Bruce Tarr.

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A compliment can have a 
major impact on a recipient

Can a compliment make 
a difference? First, I am 
convinced that there are 
studies out there on ev- 
erything. David Ludden 
reports the results of five 
studies (that is right, 
five) published in the Bul- 
letin of Personality and 
Social Psychology com- 
menting that “people un- 
derestimate the impact of 
a small compliment.” 

In the study, individuals 
were monitored in mak- 
ing such a compliment 
with results of the person 
receiving it carefully ob- 
served. 

The findings revealed 
how early predictions on a 
compliment. showed “how 
flattered, happy and pleased 
most recipients felt.” In- 
terestingly enough, the re- 
search team added, “the 
mood of those who gave 
the compliment also im- 
proved significantly.” This 
was obviously a surprise. 

The point was made that 
it is not simple for many 
people to give a compli- 
ment as “the biggest chal- 
lenge is getting out of your 
own mind,” says Erica 
Boothby of the University 
of Penn. She points out 
that “we tend to be overly 
focused on our own ability 
to give a compliment ef- 
fectively or worried about 
what the other person will 
think of us.” 


‘Transferring this to my 
own observations, I first 
find it amazing that sucha 
study was done. I also find 
that I am surprised that 
most folks who I interact 
with on a daily basis go 
out of there way to give a 
compliment. This does re- 
sonate with the opinion 
that it does give a good 
feeling to do so, which is 
now backed by research. 

My sense is that what I 
see more are folks who 
are eager to give what I 
call a “combination com- 
plement” where words of 
thanks are followed by the 
phrase, “let me suggest a 
way you could make or do 
this better.” I am not sure 
how this scores in the 
research. Just sharing my 
experience, I find that I do 
enjoy giving a compli- 
ment and feel we all 
would be in a better world 
if we did this more often. 


Climate change — 
major issue 
Books and research arti- 
cles on “climate change” 
are all over the literary 
and governmental world 
these days as the experts 
are at one point against 
wind farms and then a 
year later all for wind 
farms with decisions on 
all climate issues in a 
state of change. I would 
say that this may be nor- 
mal but difficult to follow 
as we have gone though a 


season of record high 
temperatures and record 
low temperatures. 

To me it seems some of 
these changes are taking 
place in the same week or 
at least same short block 
of time as we go from a 
temperature of 51 to 15 
degree F over a short 
block of time. 

What also seems obvi- 
ous to me is the need to 
clearly have the research 
folks come up with some 
clear, simple, ways to 
explain the nature of the 
problems in our climate 
and provide proposed 
simple scientific methods 
to assist in making chan- 
ges in the current climate 
predictions in a clear, 
concise manner. 

My sense is that some 
vital changes are soon fac- 
ing the population who 
read about these problems 
around climate, which is 
really seldom explained to 
the extent it should.

This team is a bit differ- 
ent than soccer and bas- 
ketball so I won't be put- 
ting my own line-ups 
together, but for a. squad 
of 17 to have seven state 
champions, all between 
1997 and 2008 - is pretty 
remarkable. 

Below are my selections, 
with their respective 
weight classes (some are 
out of alphabetical order 
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for layout purposes). 
SHAWN ADAMS (140) 
Adams__ started _ out 


wrestling at 119 pounds 
during his freshman year 
when he had a 14-23 
record, only to turn it 
around two years later 
and find himself in the 
finals of the 140-pound 
weight class of the 
Division 3 state final, los- 
ing a close 4-2 decision. 
Adams had. a terrific 
career, including an over- 
all record of 105-42 record. 
Additionally, he was a 
Cape Ann League Champ, 
a sectional champ and a 
four-time sectional place 
finisher, taking fourth 
twice and fifth twice. 

His 105 wins ranks him 
10th in program history. 


ALEX FURLONG 
(189/195) 


After taking a fourth 
place as .a sophomore, 
Furlong captured back-to- 
back sectional champi- 
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‘onship titles in-two differ- 


ent weight classes, 189- 
pounds in 2011 and 195 
pounds the following year. 
In both cases he went on 
to have great success at 
the D3 state meet with a 
fourth and third place fin- 
ish. 

He had a career record 
of 106-32, which places 
him eighth all-time in pro- 
gram history with wins. 


JOE GANLEY (126) 


In 2020, before the pan- 
demic crushed _ every- 
thing, Ganley picked up 
his 100th career win as a 
junior, all the while win- 
ning his second sectional 
title and moving to as a 
finalist at the D3 state 
meet. He picked up a win 
at the All-States and fin- 
ished the season with a 41- 
7 record. 

The year before as a 
sophomore, he was fifth at 
the D3 state meet. 

His 104 wins puts him

history and his still has a 
season to go - we think or 
hope so anyway. 


PAT HEFFERNAN (135) 


His dramatic _ state 
championship title - win- 
ning 6-5 with a takedown 
with two seconds left in 
the fifth match up against 
a longtime rival Brendan 
McElligott of Pentucket 
Regional - is one match 
I'll never forget. It was by 
far the best ending of a 
wrestling match that I 
have ever seen. 

Heffernan ranks as one 
of the all-time greatest 
wrestlers, finishing with a 
98-36 record with an 
incredible 80 pins, which 
included placing fifth and 
seventh in the all-states, 
first and third in the state, 
and first and second in 
the section and also tak- 
ing home a league cham- 
pionship title. 

At the time of his state 
title, he broke the single 
season pin record with 28 
and also had a program 
record of 16 straight pin 
victories. 


DEREK HANLEY 
(140/145) 


No debate about it, 
Hanley still ranks as the 
No. 1 wrestler in the histo- 
ry of the program. 
Recently inducted into the 
WHS Hall of Fame, he 
ranks first in all-time 
wins (153), is the only 
wrestler in program histo- 
ry to win three league 
championship titles, three 
sectional titles, two state 
titles, one all-state title 
and has the best finisher 
out of anyone at the New 
Englands, taking second. 

Hanley ended his career 
with a_ 153-33 overall 
record with 67 pins, was 
first and second at two 
All-State Meets, was sec- 


ond and fifth at two New | 


England Meets, was a 
two-time champion and 
third place finisher at D3 
states. 

He was the Cape Ann 
League's Wrestler of the 
Year in 2003 and also a 
former Town Crier 
Athlete of the Year. 

He accomplished most 
of that success. while 
bumping up one or two 
weight classes, in order to 
help the team. 

Hanley went on and 
wrestled at Springfield 
College for a short time.

When he surpassed the 
100-win plateau, at that 
time he had a record of 
103-34 with 43 wins coming 
by pin. 

Besides the wins, he was 
a four-time _ sectional 
place finisher, taking 
fifth, fourth and third 
twice, while he was also 
added a fourth place fin- 
ish at the D3 states to his 
highlight reel. 


KEN JOYCE (215) 


Joyce was the seventh 
and the last state champi- 
on in program history, 


doing so in. 2008. To win 
the state title, his oppo- 
nent was 43-0 with 37 pins, 
while the match before 
that, he also pulled off a 
win against another high- 
er seed opponent. 

During his senior year, 
he finished first or second 
in four different tourna- 
ments and had an impres- 
sive 16-1 dual meet record. 

Joyce finished his 
career with 75 wins 
including 55 by pin and 
also was a_ sectional 
champion, while finishing 
fourth and sixth in the 
previous seasons.

BOSTON -- In just their oes . et 
seventh year of existence, 
the .

traffic and get her stick on 
the rebound for the state 
championship title, coming 


_just éight seconds after the 


penalty had expired. 

“J don’t remember too 
much. I just remember see- 
ing the rebound and shoot- 
ing it and then there was 
another rebound and I saw 
the net was wide open and 
I just tapped it in," 
described Curley. "I had to 
scramble to go get it and I 
fell after I shot it because I 
didn’t have good body posi- 
tion. I just tapped it and it 
bounced the right way.” 

After losing in the 
Division 2 sectional semi- 
finals in 2017, the Red 
Rangers were bumped up 
to Division 1 and went all 
the way to the Garden last 
March losing to Woburn, 
who won its second straight 
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title with a 1-0 victory. Ever 
since skating off the ice, 
the Red Rangers had one 
mission and that was to win 
the state title but standing 
in the way was an outstand- 
ing AP team. The Cougars 
entered this Sunday’s game 
with a 23-0-0 record while 
outscoring its opponents 
116-12, including 15 
shutouts. 

On top of that, the 
Cougars were crowned the 
state champions back in 
2016, now have a combined 
mark of 44-2-2 the past two 
years, and have qualified 
for the state tournament all 
but three years since the 
2001 inception year.

The Rams had their 
chance to score a touch- 
down on their possession 
as well. After going 
nowhere on their first two 
plays of their possession, 
senior quarterback Chris 
Disciscio looked to pass 
on third down, but he was 
heavily pressured and 
forced to roll out to his 
right.

offensive line and kicker 
Randy Leavitt’s attempt 
never had a chance. Two 
plays later, the game was 
over, and the Rams had 
suffered probably their 
toughest loss of the sea- 
son. 

“That was a tough one, 
a tough one to lose,” 
Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile said. “Our 
defense played very well, 
but that is a _ tough 
offense to stop, and we 
just couldn’t do enough 
offensively.”

go on a 19-play, 70-yard 
drive that chewed up not 
only the entire third 
quarter, but the first 
three plus minutes of the 
fourth quarter.

MIAA cancels Super-8 
tourney for the next four years 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
For the next four years, 
there will no longer be 
any Super-8 tournaments 

in high school sports. 

Last Wednesday, the 
MIAA's Tournament 
Management Committee 
voted 12-2 in favor of put- 
ting the Super-8 boys 
hockey and baseball tour- 
naments on hold until at 
least 2025. This time will 
allow the MIAA Sports 
Committees time to gath- 
er the necessary applica- 
tions to support the new 
statewide state tourna- 
ment’ which goes into 
effect this fall. 

In the 30-years of the 
Super-8 hockey tourna- 
ment, only once has one 
of the Town Crier local 
teams made it and that 
was the 1995-'96 
Tewksbury Redmen, who 
were eliminated after two 
games against BC High 
and Arlington Catholic. At 
the time, the Redmen 
were the first Division 2 
school to be invited to the 
elite tournament. 

The majority of the 
teams that make the 
Super-8 tournaments Aa 
Division 
Catholic/Private etibete 
although a handful of 
times, a public school has 
won these championship 
titles. 

One of the two commit- 
tee members against this 
decision is Hull Athletic 
Director Scott Paine who 
said to the Boston Herald, 
“There’s thirty years of 
Super 8 hockey history 


here. We were working on 
proposals for Div. 1A 
hockey tournaments for 
the boys and girls.” 

While the Super-8 hockey 
tournament has_ been 
more popular in terms of 
fans, it seems like this 
decision has really rocked 
the baseball side of things. 

Braintree baseball coach 
and interim athletic direc- 
tor Billy O’Connell cap- 
tured a pair of Div. 1A 
championships and he 
expressed to the Herald 
his complete disappoint- 
ment. 

“The Super 8 tournament 
in baseball did exactly 
what it was meant to do. 
The same schools were 
dominating year in and 
year out at the time. The 
sport needed a lift and the 
Super 8 provided that. 
They got the eight best 
teams in the state togeth- 
er and it allowed for some 
pretty good Div. 1 and Div. 
2 teams to win state titles 
that they may not have if 
there wasn’t a Super 8 
tournament.” 

A day after the decision 
was made, the 
Massachusetts Baseball 
Coaches Association's 
President Gerry Lambert, 
also the head coach at 
Xaverian Brothers High 
School, sent a letter to the 
Boston Herald, stating its 
complete disagreement on 
the decision. 

“In our opinion, the rec- 
ommendation does _ not 
flow out of a proper chain 
of review and discussion 
through the key con- 
stituencies of the MIAA 
committee structure, and 


many of the claimed bases 
for the decision are either 
incomplete or mislead- 
ing,” was one graph in the 
letter. 


FIELD HOCKEY NEWS 


Last Tuesday, the MIAA 
Field Hockey Committee 
met to discuss the 2021 fall 
state tournament. With 
the new statewide tourna- 
ment going into effect, 
this means the top 32 
teams in each division, 
along with schools who 
finish over the .500 mark, 
will qualify for post-sea- 
son play. 

According to the Herald, 
“The field will be seeded 
by a newly minted power 
rating system. In the 
event of a tie, the 
tiebreaker criteria are as 
follows: head to head, win- 
ning percentage against 
common opponents, 
league champion and if 
those three solve the tie, 
then the fourth criteria 
would come down to a 


coin flip.” 
The Herald went on to 
explain that, “higher 


seeds would host all tour- 
nament games leading up 
to the final four provided 
their home venue is 
acceptable by MIAA stan- 
dards (field conditions, 
seating capability, accept- 
ance lights, etc.). If not, 
then the home athletic 
director would have to 
find a suitable facility oth- 
erwise the lower seed 
would host the game. The 
MIAA will provide the 
sites for the state semifi- 
nals and finals.” 


Three keys for proper use of resistance 
bands to help avoid arm pain

With Major League 
Baseball and youth base- 
ball and softball starting 
up, I thought it would be 
timely to provide a review 
of the resistance band 
exercises that have 
become an increasingly 
popular part of warm ups 
in baseball and softball. 

Unfortunately, when we 
treat youth athletes in our 
physical therapy clinic 
and review their band 
exercises with them, we 
often see that they are 
performing them improp- 
erly. Here are three sim- 
ple tips to ensure that 
your ball player is using 
the-bands properly to help 
improve performance and 
reduce the likelihood of 
injury. 

Key #1- Proper Posture 

When performing band 
exercises, maintain prop- 
er posture. The shoulder 
is a ball and socket joint 
and you want to try to 
keep that ball centered in 
the socket. When you 
slouch forward, the ball 
sits forward in the socket, 
a position that leads to 
many shoulder and elbow 
related injuries. 

Key #2- Slow Down 

The tempo of these exer- 
cises is important as well. 
We often see athletes 
move way too quickly 
through their band exer- 
cises. When using bands 
for warm ups, you are try- 
ing to warm the body up 
by promoting blood flow 


to the muscles, and to 
prime proper movement 
patterns used for throw- 
ing. 

When you speed through 
the exercises, you will 
likely compensate around 
the muscles you are trying 
to target and resort to 
poor movement patterns. 
Use a 2-2-3 tempo: Push 
or pull the band for a two 
count. Then, hold for a 
twocount at the end of the 
range of motion. Finally, 
slowly return to a starting 
position with a 3 count. 
This tempo helps ensure 
you are not moving too 
fast through your exercis- 
es. 

Key #3- Don’t Overdo It 

Working to the point of 
fatigue is another com- 
mon problem we see with 
athletes using bands for

Again, you 
want to warm up muscles, 
not work them to the point 
of fatigue. One set of 10-15 
repetitions of 5-6 exercises 
should be plenty to get the 


warm ups. 


muscles warm. Higher 
repetitions will likely lead 
to muscle fatigue and can 
leave you more likely to be 
injured. 

These keys will help you 
get the most out of your 
pregame or pre practice 
warm up.

MIAA does away with Division 1A tourna- 
ments for four years 

Due to the new statewide tournament 
structure starting the fall of 2021, the Massa- 
chusetts Interscholastic Athletic Association’s 
Tournament Management: Committee voted 
12-2 to eliminate the Division 1A, or Super 8 
tournaments, for four years while they study 
four years of data under the new statewide 
tournament. The committee thought it was 
important to start fresh under the new 
statewide format. The new tournament struc- 
ture will include using power ratings rather 
than straight winning percentage. 

In a virtual meeting held last Thursday, 
the MIAA accepted the proposal of the Blue 
Ribbon Committee to “not consider any appli- 
cations for a 1A Tournament until July 1, 2025, 
to ensure MIAA sport committees can support 
their applications with four years of data 
under the new statewide tournament structure 
starting in the fall 2021 season.” 

The statewide postseason format, which 
begins with the 2021-22 school year, established 
criteria for how many divisions would be al- 
lowed in each sport, but also gave individual 
sport committees the option to request an ad- 
ditional division for events like the Super 8. 
Boys’ hockey has had a Division 1A tourna- 
ment since 1991, and baseball started its in 
2014. 

At issue for this change was maintaining 
consistency, equity and Title IX compliance 
across all MIAA sports. 

Needless to say, the Massachusetts State 
Hockey Coaches Association was not happy 
with the decision and had zero input into the 
process. 

The Super 8 was instituted for Massachu- 
setts high school hockey in 1991. Before then, 
Catholic schools won every Division 1 state 
title from 1979-90 as well as winning in Divi- 
sion 2 from 1986-90. Even at the “Super 8” 
level, just four public school teams have won 
the title in those 30 years — Reading (2008), 
Hingham (2010) and Arlington (2017, 2020 co- 
title). 


MIAA will have field hockey back to 11-on- 
11 play 

Perhaps overlooked with the recent Super 
8 elimination buzz was the MIAA will re-insti- 
tute 11-on-11 play in field hockey beginning this 
fall. 

In both the Fall I season and Fall II this 
spring, the MIAA’s modified 7-on-7 format al- 
lowed field hockey to be proceed ahead, safely, 
during competition. 

But during its virtual meeting last Tuesday 
(April 13), members of the state association’s 
field hockey committee confirmed that field 
hockey will resume full 11-on-11 play in the fall 
of 2021. One change that will remain is the 
four 15-minute quarters instead of 30-minute 
halves. Halftime breaks will be no longer than 
10 minutes.

Industry Survey Finds Rounds Of Golf 
Played In Massachusetts Increased By 40% In 
2020 


For many golfers, the annual playing of the 
Masters marks the unofficial start to the golf 
season. And thanks to warmer than average 
temperatures in late March, most Massachu- 
setts golf courses are now open and looking 
forward to another strong golf season. 

While Massachusetts was one of the last 
states in the nation to allow golf due to the out- 
break of COVID-19, a recent survey of over 370 
golf courses in the Commonwealth found that 
rounds of golf played in 2020 increased by 40% 
over the previous year. 

The survey of public and private golf 
courses, conducted by the Alliance of Massa- 
chusetts Golf Organizations (AMGO), also 
found that the golf industry expects the gains 
in rounds played to be maintained and possi- 
bly increase this year. 

“During a time of isolation and great dis- 
ruption, golf was an ideal activity for many 
because it is a socially distant sport, is a great 
way to spend time outside with friends and 
family safely, and is an activity that is easily 
accessible and affordable to the public,” said 
Mike Higgins, Executive Director of the New 
England Section of the Professional Golfers’ 
Association. 

During the 2020 golf season, there were no 
major COVID-19 outbreaks identified on golf 
courses. Being outside in fresh air with the se- 
cial distancing required by the game means 
golf is a very low-risk activity and one that 
carries many health benefits, especially for 
players that walk. The AMGO survey found 
that the percentage of walking rounds, defined 
as players carrying their bag, using a push- 
cart or caddie, was also up 30%. 

In spite of the late start to the 2020 season 
caused by the pandemic, the significant in- 
crease in golf rounds helped preserve thou- 
sands of jobs at area courses and clubs.

learn that I received this award. I am so hon- 
ored to be chosen as the winner of this award 
because I worked so hard to get where I am 
today. It means so much to me that people get 
to hear my story and I hope I will inspire and 
motivate others to do the same as I did.” 

It’s a special occasion for anyone participat- 
ing in a major event for the first time, but Raso 
thanked her family and all her supporters for 
making her first Jimmy Fund Walk “even more 
special and memorable.” 

Amazingly, this all happened just one year 
after Raso heard the words, “you have cancer.” 

Talking about the diagnosis, she said, “no 
one is ever prepared to hear (those words) no 
matter what the circumstances are. The only 
reaction I could say accurately describes how 
I felt is shocked and blindsided.” 

Raso described herself before the diagnosis 
as a “healthy adolescent.” She said someone 
like herself, young and healthy, never expects 
to hear the news that they have cancer. 

“Thankfully, I have a very large support 
system made up of my family and friends who 
all helped me in some way when I was sick. My 
family helped in many ways by visiting me in 
the hospital, cooking me my favorite foods, and 
keeping me company when I was at home in 
between my treatment. My friends helped me 
by assisting me with my schoolwork, visiting 
me at home, and finding ways for me to still 
participate in school events.” 

Raso called herself “lucky and thankful to 
have such a great support system” who helped 
her fight cancer. 

Going from a heartbreaking diagnosis to 
crossing the Jimmy Fund Walk finish line in a 
year’s time is quite the journey. Raso said she 
had “a mix of many emotions including relief, 
excitement, pride, and feeling accomplished” 
when she completed the 13.1 mile jaunt around 
Lake Quannapowitt. 

“There is no way to truly describe how one 
feels when participating in a fundraiser.

She 
ends up traveling to a dreamy island with 
him for a party. And soon, they're hooked.

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Virtual Daffodil Festival 


By HEATHER BURNS 
News Correspondent 


ew things say 

“spring is

This tiny island off of 
the coast of Cape Cod cel- 
ebrates the first bright 
sign of spring every year 
with their renowned an- 
nual Nantucket Daffodil 
Festival. 

The Nantucket Garden 
Club first celebrated the 
simplistic beauty of the Daf- 
fodil in 1975 with a Daf- 
fodil Flower Show. Soon af- 
ter, a classic car parade 
and tailgate picnic were 
added. 

By September of 1979, 
the Nantucket Garden 


Club headed a project to 
plant eight tons of Daf- 
fodil bulbs (approximate- 
ly 30,000 bulbs) around the 
island. Additional plant- 
ings were added each 
year, and now there are 
an estimated two million 
Daffodils on the island of 
Nantucket. 

As the amount of Daf- 
fodil plants grew, so did 
the popularity of this 
event. It is now one of the 
island’s major tourist 
events. 

This week-long festival 
features many activities 
throughout the island. Ac- 
tivities include the origi- 
nal Garden Club Flower 
Show and Antique Car Pa- 
rade as well-as art shows, 
contests, lectures and 
tours. 

Visitors are encouraged 
to participate in many of

Bubble tea trend popping up everywhere

April 30 is National Bub- 
ble Tea Day. The bubble 
tea craze, or boba, seems 
to have gained momentum 
recently, breaking out of 
its ethnic market status 
into a more mainstream 
drink. 

What is bubble tea? A 
beverage mixture of black 
tea, sweetener, condensed 
milk or other milk prod- 
uct, tapioca pearls called 
“boba,” and some type of 
flavoring. Bubble tea is al- 
so known for its signature 
large straw, used to suck 
up the pearls which settle 
in the bottom of the cup. 

The specialty treat tra- 
ces its origins to the 1980s 


in Taiwan where it was 
purportedly created by a 
worker at a teahouse who 
combined a dessert with 
iced tea, and thus the new 
drink was born. Tapioca 
pearls used in bubble tea 
come from the cassava 
root and are used in other 
recipes around the world, 
including beverages in the 
Philippines and soups in 
China and Norway. 

There are variations in 
bubble teas. Some bever- 
ages are fruit flavored 
with fruit juice-filled 
pearls, juice, flavorings 
and ice, served as a slushie 
or cold drink. Other ver- 
sions, known as milk teas, 
are made with milk, the 
Taiwanese pearls, black 
tea or other brewed tea, 
and additional flavorings. 


Non-dairy options are in- 
creasingly available using 
almond, oat or soy milk. 
Some use pandan jellies 
which are another type of 
pearl, larger in size and 
green in color. 

Chain stores are growing 
like wildfire across the na- 
tion as the boba trend con- 
tinues. Boba Guys and 
Kung Fu Tea are widely 
known. Boba tea shops in 
this area include Bambu 
off Plain Street in Lowell, 
Chatime on University Ave- 
nue near UMass Lowell, 
and Gong Cha in Burling- 
ton. 

There are more shops 
closer to Boston as well as 
some in Newburyport, Na- 
shua and Manchester, New 
Hampshire. Specialty cof- 
fee and tea drinks in gen- 


eral are a large category 
of the overall takeout bev- 
erage market, with bubble 
tea holding a $2.4 billion 
market share in 2019, pre- 
dicted to climb to $4.3 bil- 
lion by 2027, according to 
Allied Market Research. 

Top flavors of bubble tea 
include fruit flavors honey- 
dew, mango, and strawber- 
ry, with milk tea flavors 
such a brown sugar, mat- 
cha tea, and taro. A Viet- 
namese friend described 
grabbing a bubble tea on 
her way to work as “just 
like you might go to Dun- 
kin’ Donuts and grab an 
iced coffee.” 

Think about trying a 
bubble tea next time you 
are looking for a sweet 
treat or cold beverage to

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Wilmington Minutemen marched 
to Concord in 1775, but not this year

Temperatures are often a 
mite chilly in the. wee 
hours of Patriots’ Day. 
Minutemen setting off on 
their annual 17-mile march 
to Concord, at 2 a.m., 
might wear capes or long- 
johns. But this year, the 
Minutemen were home, 
snug in their beds. 

The march fell victim to 
aging and dwindling mem- 
bership, along with re- 
strictions from the COVID 
virus. 

This year would have 
been the 50th anniversary 
of the modern Wilmington 
Minutemen’s first march. 
The Redcoats could have 
proceeded to Lexington 
and Concord without a 
challenge. 

The new Wilmington Com- 
pany of Minutemen had 
been formed in 1969 to 
commemorate the Min- 
utemen who responded to 
Meriam’s Corner in Con-

cord in 1775. Bill Meyer 
was the first captain of 
the new Minutemen. The 
lieutenant was Frank Cur- 
ley. 

Only a select number of 
towns in Eastern Massa- 
chusetts participate in the 
events, being the towns 
that responded to the orig- 
inal battle in 1775. Known 
as “The shot heard ‘round 
the world,” the Battle of 
Lexington and Concord 
led to the British colonies 
declaring their independ- 
ence from Great Britain 
on July 4, 1776, creating 
the United States of Am- 
erica. 

The original Minutemen 
companies in Massachu- 
setts were created in late 
1774 and early 1775. The 
men were selected from 
the local militia compa- 
nies and were to respond 
at a minute’s notice. Wil- 
mington had an allotment 
of 27 Minutemen. About 75 
other men remained in the 


militia and also marched 
to Concord on the alarm, 
led by Capt. Timothy Walk- 
er. 

The Wilmington Minute- 
men were led by Capt. 
Cadwallader Ford, and Lt. 
John Harnden. The com- 
pany sergeants were Wil- 
liam Blanchard and David 
Beard. Nathan Beard, 
Ephraim Flagg and James 
Tweed were the water 
bearers. The 1775 roster of 
privates was William But- 
ters, Jr., John Eames, Jr. 
Jonathan Eames, Jr., Sam- 
uel Eames, Jr. Joseph Ev- 
ans, Jr., Jacob Fling, Ben- 
jamin Gleason, John Goold, 
John Gowing Jr., Benja- 
min Harnden, Jesse Holt, 
Jesse Hopkins, Russell 
Jones, Phineas Peabody, 
Moses Peabody, William 
Tay, and Benjamin Taylor. 

The modern Minutemen 
would assemble at Wil- 
mington Common after a 
collation at a nearby home. 
They would then march 


the length of Church Street, 
firing their muskets out- 
side the homes of any 
Minutemen who were not 
marching. Once they cros- 
sed the bridge in the 
Square, they would re- 
group at the entrance to 
Sweetheart Plastics. A 
hardy group of marchers 
would then set off down 
Burlington Avenue, on 
foot, headed for Concord. 
The others would go home 
and go to bed. 

It is believed that the 


1775 Minutemen marched - 


out of town via Mill Road, 
off Chestnut Street. 

Sgt. Bruce Belanson, Pvt. 
Vernon “Jeff” Coville and 
Water Bearer Willis Wha- 
len set out from Wilming- 
ton at 4:25 a.m. on Monday, 
April 19, 1971. They arrived 
in Concord at 9:30 a.m., in 
time to march in the Con- 
cord Patriots’ Day Parade, 
along with their fellow 
Wilmington Minutemen, 
who drove to Concord. 


Two suspects arrested in connection with seven 
burglaries and break-ins across Middlesex, 


WILMINGTON/TEWK 
SBURY — Middlesex 
District Attorney Marian 
Ryan announced that 
Gabriel Estuardo Rojas, 
28 of Methuen, and Man- 
uel Jose Lopez, 24 of Law- 
rence, have been arrest- 
ed and charged in con- 
nection with seven bur- 
glaries and _ break-ins 
since Nov. 22, 2019, as well 
as dealing in property 
stolen from several other 
burglaries and break-ins. 

The arrests come as a 
result of a 15-month in- 
vestigation conducted in 
partnership with multi- 
ple law enforcement agen- 
cies including Pelham, 
NH police and local 
departments in both Mid- 
dlesex and Essex Coun- 
ties. 

Both defendants are be- 
ing charged with five 
counts of unarmed bur- 
glary, breaking and en- 
tering a dwelling house 
in the daytime with in- 
tent to commit a felony, 
breaking and entering a 
vehicle at night, three 
counts of receiving sto- 

“len property, two counts 
‘of possession of burglari- 
ous tools and conspiracy 
to commit unarmed bur- 
glary in connection with 
burglaries and break-ins 
that occurred between 
Nov. 22, 2019 and Jan. 27, 
2020, in the communities 
of Natick, Waltham, Wil- 
mington, Westford, Methu- 
en, Tewksbury, and An- 
dover, as well as dealing 
in property stolen during 
burglaries and break-ins 
in Concord, Dracut, and 
Pelham, MA. The defen- 
dants are also being 
charged with one count 
of burglary in New Hamp- 
shire. 


On Dec. 12, 2019, Pel- 
ham, New Hampshire 
Police Detectives and 
Patrol Units responded 
to a daytime burglary in 
progress at a home on 
Longpond Drive in Pel- 
ham, NH. The suspects 
allegedly fled into a 
wooded area close to the 
Massachusetts border be- 
fore. officers arrived. As 
a result of the subse- 
quent investigation, de- 
tectives were able to 
share information on the 
case with multiple agen- 
cies that were experienc- 
ing similar burglaries in 
New Hampshire and Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Over the course of the 
investigation, detectives 
were able to identify sur- 
veillance videos and rec- 
ords allegedly linking the 
defendants to several 
burglaries. Police search- 
ed the defendants’ resi- 
dences pursuant to search 
warrants, recovering clo- 
thing, tools and a rented 
SUV believed to be used 
in the incidents, as well 
as numerous articles of 
stolen property from 
Rojas’s apartment and 
the defendants’ cell 
phones. 

A search of their cell- 
phones pursuant to a 
search warrant allowed 
the detectives to identify 
messages between the de- 
fendants and others al- 
legedly related to a wide- 
ranging burglary conspir- 
acy. Investigators obtain- 
ed search warrants issued 
by the Superior Court to 
analyze the location data 
for the defendants’ cell 
phones. 

This established that 
one or both of the defen- 
dants’ cell phones com- 


municated with cell tow- 
ers close to the breaks at 
the time they are be- 
lieved to have occurred, 
often traveling from the 
areas where the defen- 
dants lived to the sites of 
the breaks, and else- 
where from there. 

As the investigation pro- 
gressed, Rojas was ar- 
rested in possession of a 
stolen motorcycle on 
May 21, 2020, by Nashua 
Police. Following that 
arrest, investigators iden- 
tified a self-storage unit 
he rented in Tyngsbor- 
ough. 

On July 16, 2020, inves- 
tigators executed a 
search warrant at that 
storage unit and located 
property in the defen- 
dants’ names. They also 
recovered three motorcy- 
cles that had been stolen 
in May and June of 2020 
and approximately $5,000 
of stolen Snap-On tools, 
among other suspected 
stolen property. 

The two defendants 
were directly indicted by 
a Middlesex Grand Jury 
on Wednesday, June 30, 
2021. Rojas and Lopez 
were apprehended by the 
Middlesex State Police 
assigned to the Middle- 
sex District Attorney’s 
Office, with the collabo- 
ration of the police de- 
partments from Methu- 
en, Lawrence, Tewks- 
bury, Pelham, NH; and 
Salem, NH. 

The defendants were 
placed under arrest and 
taken into custody with- 
out incident. Subsequent- 
ly, Rojas and Lopez were 
arraigned in Woburn Dis- 
trict Court. Judge Shan- 
non Frison ordered the 
defendants to be held 
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without bail pending a 
dangerousness hearing 
on Monday, April 12, 
2021. 

This is an ongoing in- 
vestigation being con- 
ducted by the Middlesex 
District Attorney’s Office 
and Massachusetts State 
Police assigned to the 
District Attorney’s Office 
and the Pelham, NH Po- 
lice Department, with as- 
sistance from the Salem, 
NH Police Department, 
Nashua, NH Police De- 
partment, Windham, NH 
Police Department, Lon- 
donderry, NH Police De- 
partment, Tewksbury Po- 
lice Department, Chelms- 
ford Police Department, 
Natick Police Depart- 
ment, Tyngsborough Po- 
lice Department, Methu- 
en Police Department, 
Haverhill Police Depart- 
ment, Andover Police De- 
partment, Dracut Police 
Department, Lawrence 
Police Department, West- 
ford Police Department, 
Waltham Police Depart- 
ment, Wilmington Police 
Department, Concord Po- 
lice Department, Need- 
ham Police Department, 
Dedham Police Depart- 
ment, the Massachusetts 
State Police Special In- 
vestigation Division, the 
US Secret Service and 
US Department of Home- 
land Security. 

These charges are alle- 
gations and the defen- 
dants are presumed in- 
nocent until proven guil- 
ty.

Massachusetts on Mon- 
day, April 5, 2021. 

The tragic Atlanta 
mass shooting, which 
killed eight victims, in- 
cluding six women of 
Asian descent, is one of 
many instances of anti- 
Asian violence, hate, and 
discrimination, which 
has sharply risen 150 
percent nationally as a 
result of anti-Asian rhet- 
oric related to COVID-19. 

The bi-partisan House 
Asian Caucus (Repre- 
sentatives Tram Nguyen, 
Maria Robinson, Vanna 
Howard, Erika Uyter- 
hoeven, Tackey Chan, 
Donald Wong, Rady Mom, 
and Paul Schmid) draft- 
ed the House Resolution, 
which firmly and res- 
olutely states that anti- 
Asian rhetoric, racism, 


discrimination, scape- 
goating, and xenophobia 
must stop.

for everyone,” stated 
lead sponsor Rep. Tram 
Nguyen (D-Andover). “I 


want to thank Speaker 
Mariano, the House Asian 
Caucus, House Counsel, 
the House Clerk, and all 
of our colleagues who 
signed on to this mean- 
ingful document.” 

Rep. Maria Robinson 
(D-Framingham) said, 
“We are grateful for the 
support of our col- 
leagues who have joined 
us in solidarity in stand- 
ing against racially mo- 
tivated violence.

Cork to serve as middle school principal 
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monstrate the town’s need. 

The superintendent went 
on to name Dr. Jeanette 
Cork, who’s been serving 
as the middle school’s in- 
terim principle after be- 
ing the assistant principal 
since 2016, as the middle 
school’s permanent prin- 
cipal. 

While establishing that 
the middle school has seen 
a lot of transitions, he said 
he has confidence in Dr. 
Cork and her efforts in es- 
tablishing a framework for 
change and taking advan- 
tage of new opportunities, 
especially with the pro- 
gram review underway. 

The committee congratu- 
lated Cork and said that 
they hoped to see some 
stability for students and 
families in that school. 

The last item in Brand’s 
report was an update on 


the return to full in-person 
learning. Assistant Super- 
intendent Christine Elliott 
brought forward an update 
to the homework policy af- 
ter discussions with the 
building leadership teams. 
In order to promote aca- 
demic and social-emotion- 
al growth of students, the 
changes proposed would 
reduce the number of ex- 
pected minutes of home- 
work for each grade. They 
would also be prioritizing 
reading, long-term proj- 
ects, and prep for tests and 
quizzes over busy work. 
M.J. Byrnes referenced 
an issue in the district that 
there isn’t consistency ac- 
ross schools or across town 
in terms of homework lev- 
els. Elliott explained that 
teachers in the district 
aren’t in agreement upon 
the number of minutes or 
whether they should even 
assign homework, which 


was why they had begun 
conversations about the 
homework policy. 

Bryson suggested instead 
that this be brought to the 
policy subcommittee for 
further review. Ragsdale 
pointed out that the policy 
to which Elliott was sug- 
gesting changes wasn’t the 
latest version. 

Finally, Brand talked 
about the district’s com- 
mitment to maximize in- 
person learning. Case in 
point, he said, was the fact 
that they haven’t quaran- 
tined entire classrooms 
when one student in full in- 
person tests positive like in 
other towns. 

He added that a plan is 
being finalized for how to 
facilitate learning with stu- 
dents in quarantine at each 
group of grades — early 
childhood, elementary, mid- 
dle and high school — to 
share with families. 


“We intend to do the best 
we can to support the learn- 
ing of students in quaran- 
tine,” he said. 

Bryson clarified that the 
number of students in quar- 
antine has gone up because 
while the distance between 
students in classrooms has 
been reduced to 3 feet, the 
definition of a close contact 
remains anyone who comes 
within 6 feet for 15 minutes. 
Previously, there would 
potentially have been no 
close contacts with every- 
one staying 6 feet apart in 
school. 

Another change possibly 
adding to quarantines that 
Brand mentioned was that 
students were allowed to 
share seats on the bus. 

Ragsdale shared that he 
hopes to see a reconcilia- 
tion from DESE between 
the 3-foot distancing and 
the 6-foot close contact 
guidance. 


Final Olin plan expected in few years 
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to discuss the EPA’s record 
of decision for the remedia- 
tion of the Olin Superfund 
site. Trainer shared that 
the remediation plan was 
only final for two of the 
operable units at Olin, 
while in the third unit there 
was only an interim plan. 
Once the remedial work 
starts, he said that the EPA 
would make their record of 
decision for the final area 
at that time. 

Eaton wondered if there 
was an ETA for that final 
plan. Trainer said he would 
expect it within the next 
few years. He also men- 
tioned some upcoming pub- 
lic meetings that the EPA 
would hold around ongoing 
work and the consent de- 
cree, for which Greg Ben- 
del requested specific dates. 
Hull reported the EPA 


finished getting all the 
right of access permis- 
sions that they needed to 
put monitoring wells on 43 
private property locations 
in order to minimize their 
data gaps. 

In communications, the 
board received updates 
regarding COVID-19 num- 
bers, EPA’s record of deci- 
sion, the MSBA application 
for the Wildwood School, 
the committees for the 
new senior center and town 
hall/school admin build- 
ing, and K/P Law train- 
ings. 

Board of Health Director 
Shelly Newhouse wrote in 
an email that there were 
81 cases at the time, most- 
ly spreading at daycares 
and youth sporting events. 

A letter was received from 
Robert G. Peterson where 
he officially resigned as 
Town Moderator. Hull also 


shared the releasing of the 
EPA’s record of decision on 
remediation for Olin and a 
letter he wrote to the EPA 
regarding the results of the 
eancer study and NDMA 
exposure. 

He then went over the 
Massachusetts School Buil- 
ding Authority’s indica- 
tion to Superintendent Dr. 
Glenn Brand that the 
Wildwood would be invited 
into their program for 
2020. 

Bendel mentioned that 
an architectural design 
firm had been chosen for 
the new senior center, and 
Caira said that the new 
town hall/school adminis- 
tration building commit- 
tee was also reviewing ap- 
plications for a design 
firm. 

Lastly, Hull said that KIP 
Law had just held their 
conflict of interest train- 


ing and would hold the 
training on procurement 
laws for vertical/horizon- 
tal construction and serv- 
ices either in May or June. 

The board quickly voted 
in favor of signing the spe- 
cial Town Meeting war- 
rant, Wilmington Band Pa- 
rents and Friends selling 
items at the Memorial 
Day Parade, the Friends 
of Wilmington - Baseball 
fundraising car wash on 
June 13, renewing the sec- 
ondhand dealer license for 
Robert P. Flaherty Junior, 
Inc., and four requests for 
summer employment with 
Wilmington Recreation. 

The meeting ended with 
the Salute to Service honor- 
ing deceased U.S. Navy 
veteran Americo Enos, 
who passed away on March 
25, 2021. 

Their next meeting will 
be at 7 p. m. on April 26.

swim — and the students 
on each team that were 
recognized by the league. 
She also shared that 
cheerleading and wrest- 
ling had been approved 
for the spring season. 

Other updates she in- 
cluded were the district 
instituting Student Ath- 
letes of the Month and 
finalizing or revising 
some of their policies 
and guidelines. 

For summer clinics, she 
said they’re hosting 10 
clinics for nine different 
sports over the course of 
five weeks, beginning on 
July 6.

For the 
goals of a high school 
program and vision of a 
graduate and middle 
school program configu- 
ration, the only thing 
changed were the pro- 
posed timelines. Howev- 
er, he placed the third 
goal, the elementary 
school configuration, on 
hold due to the develop- 
ments with the Massa- 
chusetts School. Building 
Authority acceptance. 
This would overlap with 
the work that he had in- 
tended to do.under this 
goal. 

While he at first said 
that perhaps he could 
choose a new goal, Bry- 
son suggested that the 

superintendent’s work 

with the MSBA going for- 
ward would also be a 
sizeable task fitting of a 
goal. Brand seemed in- 
clined to agree, knowing 
how many sizeable tasks 
would be coming in the 
first module of this pro- 
cess. 

The School Committee 
next took their annual 
vote about school choice, 
which determines whe- 
ther the district. allows 
students from other dis- 
tricts to enroll here.

Ragsdale said, “Adding 
something on right now 
that we don’t have to do 
doesn’t seem at all a 
wise decision. Absolute- 
ly not the time for us to 
approve school choice, 
but it’s something that 
we want to seriously con- 
sider in the future.” 

The board agreed and 
voted not to participate 
in school choice. 

The only update in the 
fiscal year 2020 end of 
year financial report 
from Paul Ruggerio was 
to say that he’s working 
with the town accountant 
on the cost allocation 
methodology.

Brand said a goodbye 
to Tristan Dixey as she 
finished her final meet- 
ing as Executive Assis- 
tant to the Superinten- 
dent and the School Com- 
mittee. 

“Anyone in that role 
serves as the glue, or 
Velcro, or duct tape that 
helps keep the work of 
the superintendent’s of- 
fice and School Commit- 
tee as a governing body 
going,” he continued. 

He thanked Dixey for 
her time and commitment 
for the past six years and 
welcomed her replace- 
ment. Dixey thanked the 
committee for treating 
her well.
